The ntteiupted iiasassiiiuiioii of Pn-s- 
ivieuL Gaifiekl lias attracted very gouor- 
al attention to tho danger to which tlie 
person ot the Chief Magistrate is ox 
posed. Under a civil sorvice system, 
which places tlio apiioiiitinent of so 
many thousand oflloes in tlio liand.s of 
the Prosidont, acting din.'ctly as tliougli 
his appointees, there is a constant dan- 
ger that some ill-balanced mind may 
conceive the idea of righting hia fan- 
cied wronjja by removing a man svho 
will not appoint him, to make [)lace 
for one who may. Especially i.s this 
the case when the President and the 
N'ico-Prosiclont vcprospnt rival cHqui's 
in the dominant party. A gooil many 
auggeations have been made as to the 
best means to remove this temptation, 
and thereby add to tlio soouvily with 
which the President may mingle among 
his fellow-citizens. .Some have tliougiit 
it would be necessary to .surround tlie 
President with a body guard when lie 
gocsabroad. Others would take the bulk 
of appointments from his hands and place 
them in the hands of a Commission. 
Others, again would so iMicasi- the civil 
service in law that the death of the 
President would call for no change in 
oilier otllcials, except members of his 
Cabinet and perhaps a few foreign .Min 
isturs. Tho 6r8t two propositions art< 
open to grave objections, and the last is 
a waste of time, it will bo many 
years before the American civil service 
can be regulated entirely by law. StPjiH 
in that direction may be taken at once, 
but it will be found a long and alow 
work. A fourth .saggoation .seems more 
plau.sible. Ft is that Presidential 
Electors shall hold their ofiioes for four 
vearsand upon tho demise of the president 
shall convene anil elect his sui-ccs.sor. 
The Vice-Preaiiient .shall only exercise 
the duties of President during the 
period between the death of the Pre- 
sident and the aecond election by the 
Electors. By this change the succes- 
sion would be secured to tho political 
party which elected the President for 
tho full term for which ho was electoil. 
Tho Electors would have entire liberty 
of choice within thcjparty, but would 
be bound in their secontl choice by the 
same unwritten law which now binds 
tliom in their first choice. At present 
it is within the range of possibility for 
tho minority party to come into i>ower 
through the death of both President 
and Vice-President. At the present 
time, say the San Francisco Calif if a 
President i^ro tempu,-,' ot the Senate had 
been elected, he would in all probabili 
ty have been a Democrat. If \'icc- 
Prcsident Arthur had left tho chair, ho 
would have lost tho casting vote which 
made the Senate Republican. Tlic 
Senator he might have called .to the 
chair would have been taken from llie 
floor, and could not, of course, retain 
bis vote as Senator and cast his vote as 
presiding officer. The Speaker of the 
House all through I'resident Ilnyes' 
term was a Democrat, and if tbe suc- 
cession had reached hiui his )iarly 
would have como into power without 
an expression of the will of tho people. 
The proposition to so change the (.'on- 
stitutiou as to coritiiiuo tho term of the 
Presidential lilector.s' oflice tlirougli 
tho Presidential term, wliicli the I'llcr 
tor was (dccted to till, .seems to meet 
the case quite us fairly as any of tliP 
plans proposed.

sen.se satisfactory.

Toiliisit 
has appropriated .91,000,000 fur the 
'J'unis war, and has given AL'eria 
$-100,000 for the relief of the famine 
stricken jieople.

Prof. Draper on tho Oomposition of I 
Ooxnots. { 

Prof I'>rtiprr of New Vork, said in 

an interview : The comet is travelling 
lit a \ery good rate speed, but I ihink 
it w ill be some tiine before it will es- 
eiqie us entirely. The tail points from 
the sun. It is a very strange 
phenomenon, this of a body driving 
away from tlie sun at a tremendous 
velocitv, and its tail preceding instead 
of following it, but it is a phenonipnon 
wdiicli is not new- to the observers nf 
comets. 1 1 is- one of the mystpries of 
tlipcomei which has never been f\- 
lilaiiu'd. The tail of this comet is 
curved somewliat, too, instead of being 
siraiglit. This i.s another iieculiaritv 
I which eharacterizes most coiiiet.s. It 
was this sword shajie of Ihe tail which 
j used lo create such consternation 
; amont,' thft ignorant upon the appear- 
aii. e of comets. The jieople took it to 
j be !v sign that tlipy were to lie cut down 
and destroyed, it is considered proba- 
I ble by physicists that the tail is com- 
I posed of the .same material as the 
nucleus and coma, only in the latter 
ihe materiHl is moro condonsod, in the 
nucleus possibly a.'-isniuing a liquid form. 

" .Vn interesting feat tin; of the study 
ot the composition of coinet.s," continu- 
ed Prof DrajiPr, "is the fact that if, as we 
belie\e, from our |irese;it inforinntion, 
ciiinets contain I heeleinenlary .substance 
c.irbon, they iiidicalea |iossibiiitv for 
oigaiiii' life to exist elsewhero than on 
tht.s little earth of our own. ( 'arbon 
i.s an essential ingredient in all 
organi.'.ed strmUurep, plants as well as 
animals, and altliough the tcmiierature 
of a eotiiet is too high to adniij, of the 
existeni-e of any li\-ing thing, the fuel 
remains tliiit other bodies than the 
etirl h ]iossess t his essential ingredient 
of organic lib'. I have no doubt my- 
self that sppct robi'fipic observations will 
eonlirin the tiienry of the prespiice of 
carbon in the eoiiqiosit inn of comets. 
It is an pstalilishod fact that carbon has 
been found in iiiPteorites, and there is 
now but little doubt in the minds of 
sciontitic iiinn lhat acloic relation exist.i 
botwjeii meteorites and cDniets, Tie 
Italian .astronomer Scbiaparelli has 
recently shown very conclusively that 
streams of meteor seemed in certain 
eases to have an orbit identical with 
those of comets that have di,sap])Pared. 
If this be true, it follows almost cer 
ttiinly that meteorites are the relics of 
departed comets, and carbon being 
found in them would indicate with 
tolerable certainty its ]iresfince in the 
couioLs. But this subject is such a 
iipw one comjiaratively lhat it is very 
ditlicult to arrive at any definite coiiclu 
sion. If 1 can get a good spectrum froio 
the conietnovv %vithus I shall be able tu 
secure .some dpfinite results. I'he spec- 
tra, such as they were, of the comets
